ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1950. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hedon. 


Mr.  Iviayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  of  Hedon  for  1950.  This  report  consists  mainly 
of  a series  of  statistical  tables  with  comments  on  these  figures. 

The  birth  rate  increased  during  1950  and  is  higher  that,  in  the 
country  as  a whole.  The  corrected  death  rate  has  fallen  and  as  lower  than 
the  average  for  the  past  five  years. 

As  I have  only  taken  over  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
since  October,  1950,  I do  not  feel  in  a position  to  comment  in  detail  upon 
all  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  but  I have  already  seen  sufficient 
to  appreciate  the  problem  which  confronts  the  Council  in  the.  matter  of 
providing  adequate  sanitation  for  the  area  known  as  Bond’s  Estate.  As  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  7 there  are  117  houses  in  this  area,  and  only  5 
arc  connected  to  the  sewer.  In  addition,  many  of  these  houses  are  not 

suitable  family  dwellings,  and  a considerable  number  of  them  are  overcrowded. 
Hie  sanitary  problems  in  Bond's  Estate  have  arisen  due  to  the  lack  of  planning 
when  this  area  was  being  developed,  and  from  a health  point  of  vievf  ore  cannot 
but  criticize  the  poor  facilities  available. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  and  all  Officials  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during 
the  short  time  which  I have  been  acting  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Borough.

at  Hull. 

Bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water,  and  ice-cream 
are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Research  Council  in  Hull. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Hie  conveyance  of  all  casms  (including  infectious  disease)  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  a.s  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

CLETICS 

Tuberculosis  - A clinic  was  held  weekly  at  the  T.B.  Dispensary, 

Coltman  Street,  Hull.  Cases  can  also  be  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Patrington. 

Venereal  Disease  - A clinic  was  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill  Street,  Hull

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

There  are  117  dwellings  in  the  area  known  as  Bond’s  Estate,  and  in  many 
oases  these  dwellings  are  most  unsatisfactory  in  construction.  This  area  has  been 
developed  gradually  since  the  first  World  War  and,  as  a result,  there  has  "been  a 
complete  lack  of  planning.  The  type  of  house  varies  from  well-built  brick  houses  and 
bungalows  to  rather  dilapidated  wooden  huts,  and  there  are  a number  of  temporary 
dwellings  and  caravans.  Only  5 houses  are  connected  to  sewers,  and  of  the  remaining 
112,  69  have  cesspits,  the  remainder  having  no  satisfactory  method  of  disposing  of 
their  sewage : 26  of  these  cesspits  are  under  50  feet  from  the  dwellings.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  a major  sanitary  problem  in  this  area 
which  will  sooner  or  later  have  to  be  tackled,  and  in  my  opinion  the  conditions 
prevalent  on  this  estate  are  not  m the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  community. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Borough  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Hull  Corporation.  This  water 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 


HOUSING

At  the  end  of  1950,  there  were  applicants  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list 
for  new  houses,  and  during  the  year  12  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  local 
authority  and  A by  private  enterprise. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war,  the  local  authority  have  erected  6A  permanent 
houses,  and  private  enterprise  have  erected  30. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  five  new  cesspools  we re  constructed  and  17  existing 
properties  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

There  are  still  230  pail  closets  in  the  district,  and  only  A pail  closets 
were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 
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
